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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear what 
"said portion" is referring to, the body portion or the flap? Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-7, 9 and 11-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zero-g Ltd. (FPS multi-purpose jacket) in view of Campbell (US 
4,601,066). 

In regard to claim 1 , Zero-g Ltd. teaches a jacket garment comprising a body 
portion that covers a portion of the wearer's torso. A first and second sleeve through 
which the arms of the wearer are fitted extending from the body portion. The first and 
second sleeve terminating at respective cuffs defining respective first and second 
openings through which the hands of the wearer extend. A pocket attached to one of 
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the flap and the first sleeve and disposed between the flap and the first sleeve (see 
picture and deschption). 

However, Zero-g Ltd. fails to teach a flap extending from an outer surface of the 
first sleeve and provided along the first sleeve. The flap being adapted to be positioned 
between an open and closed position wherein the closed position the flap constricts the 
first opening of the first sleeve. 

Campbell teaches a flap (26, 27) extending from an outer surface of the first 
sleeve and provided along the first sleeve (figures 3 and 4). The flap (26, 27) being 
adapted to be positioned between an open and closed position wherein the closed 
position the flap constricts the first opening of the first sleeve (figures 1-4). 

In regard to claim 2, Campbell teaches the flap having an edge generally parallel 
to the cuff (figures 3 and 4). The edge of the flap is longer than the length of the cuff 
from a points at which the flap originates form the first sleeve to a fastening point 
(figures 3 and 4). 

However, Campbell fails to teach the flap edge being shorter than the length of 
the cuff portion. 

It would have been obvious to have provided the flap edge in any length as 
desired to one having ordinary skill in the art, because as long as the flap edge 
constricts the cuff opening the length of the flap can be longer or shorter than the cuff 
edge length. 

In regard to claim 3, Campbell teaches a fastener for maintaining the flap in the 
closed position (43a, 43b, 45a, 45b) 
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In regard to claim 4, Campbell teaches the fastener being engaged at various 
fastening points to adjust a degree of constriction of the first opening (45a, 45b). 

In regard to claim 5, Campbell teaches the fastener having first and second 
portions attached to the flap and the first sleeve (43a, 43b, 45a, 45b). 

In regard to claims 6 and 7, Campbell teaches the fasteners being hook and loop 
fasteners (column 3, lines 52-55). 

In regard to claim 9, Zero-g Ltd. teaches a pocket and Campbell teaches a flap. 

It would have been obvious that the flaps of Campbell provided on the sleeves of 
Zero-g Ltd. would cover a substantial portion of the forearm pockets. 

In regard to claim 1 1 , the garment of Zero-g is capable of being worn outdoors as 
a winter sports jacket (see description and picture). 

In regard to claims 12 and 13, Campbell teaches a second pocket disposed 
between the flap and the first sleeve (figures 1 and 2, identifiers 26 and 27). 

In regard to claim 14 and 15, Zero-g teaches the pocket capable of being sized to 
receive a season's pass (see description and picture). 

In regard to claim 16, Zero-g teaches a hook and loop fastener capable of 
opening and closing the pocket (see description). 

In regard to claim 17, Zero-g teaches a pocket comprising a transparent window 
(see description and picture). 

In regard to claim 18, Zero-g teaches a jacket garment having a body portion that 
covers a portion of a wearer's torso. A first and second sleeve through which the arms 
of the wearer are fitted extending from the body portion and the first and second sleeves 
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having respective first and second openings. At least one pocket attached to one of the 
flap and the first sleeve and disposed between the flap and the first sleeve (see 
description and picture). 

However, Zero-g fails to teach a generally triangular fiap having a side secured to 
an outer surface of the first sleeve and generally parallel to a generally longitudinal axial 
direction of the first sleeve. A portion opposite the side being adapted to be fastened to 
the first sleeve. 

Campbell teaches a generally triangular flap having a side secured to an outer 
surface of the first sleeve and generally parallel to a generally longitudinal axial direction 
of the first sleeve (figures 3 and 4). A portion opposite the side being adapted to be 
fastened to the first sleeve (figures 1 -4). 

In regard to claim 19, Campbell teaches the first opening Is constricted when the 
flap is fastened to the first sleeve (figures 1 and 2). 

In regard to claim 20, Campbell teaches the first opening Is defined by a cuff of 
the first sleeve and generally triangular flap (26, 27) having an unsecured edge (46) 
extending generally parallel to the cuff (24, 25). 

In regard to claim 21 , Campbell fails to teach the triangular fiap having a second 
side unsecured to the first sleeve and being generally arcuate in shape. 

It would have been obvious to have the triangular fiap having any shaped second 
side because as long as the triangular flap covers a pocket and constricts the sleeve 
opening the shape of the second side of the flap can be any and as supported in 
Applicant's specification on paragraph 0019). 
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It would have been obvious to have provided the jacket with sleeve pockets of 
Zero-g with the flaps of Campbell, since the jacket of Zero-g having flaps located on the 
end of the sleeves would provide a garment that has pockets to store items when not in 
use by the wearer but also flaps that not only constrict the arm openings for a proper fit 
but also provides greater protection to the user from environmental elements getting up 
under the cuff such as sand, snow, dirt, wind.
